DRAFT RULES 


1. (1) These rules may be called the Motor 
Vehicles (All India Permit for Tourist Transport 
Operators) Amendment Rules, 1994 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Motor Vehicles (All India Permit for 
Tourist Transport Operators) Rules, 1993 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said rules), in ru'es 2 for 
clause (g), the following shall be substituted,

(g) “Tourist Transport Operator” means .— 

(a) A company or an individual engaged 
in a business of promotion of tourism 
by providing tourist transport vehicles 
cm tourist circuits or; 

(b) any travel agency (who possess 
his own vehicle or have taken a vehi¬ 
cle on lease for this purpose for a 
period of at least one y( ar) run by a 
company or an individual provides all 
tickets for travel by air. rail, shin, 
passport, visa and also arrange 
accommodation tours, entertainment 
and other tourism related services; or 

(c) the tour operator (company or indivi¬ 
dual who provides for transport, 
accommodation, sight- eeing enter¬ 
tainment and other to irist related 
services for tourists and vho possesses 
his own vehicle or has t: ken a vehicle 
on lease for this purpose for a period 
of at least one vear and is recognised 
by the Department of Tourism of the 
Government of India. 

3. In the said rules for Schedule Fourth and 
Fifth following shall be substituted, namely:—

A FT JOTflTLTTY CONDITIONS FOR

t. All applications for recognition shall be

2, (i) The application for grant of recognition 
shall be in the prescribed form. 

(ii) The applicant has been in the tourist 
transport hire business for a minimum period 
of 2 years at the time of application. 


(iii) The Tourist Transport operator has 
operated in the above 2 years period a mini¬ 
mum number of 3 tourist permits issued by the 
concerned STA|RTA for tourist vehicles.

3 (a) The 2 years period of operating the 
Tourist Transport business may be relaxable . to 
1 year in the case of those applicants who 
have operated 5 tourist vehicles with the proper 
STAlRTA permits for 1 year. These 5 tourist 
vehicles could be in any combination of cars j AC 
Coaches|Mini CoacheslBoats provided there are 
•ninimui-i or at least 2 cars in the fleet of tourist 
vehicles. 

(b) For Ex-Defence personnel the condition 
of being in the business of tourist transport 
vehicles for 2 years and having 3 vehicles is 
relaxable provided the candidate is sponsored by 
ti-.e Director General of Resettlement, Ministry 
of Defence, New Delhi.

4. The Tourist Transport Operator will be 
Required to pay a non-refundable one time tee of 
Rs. 500 while applying for the recognition.
